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NOVELTY - Vein -active balm comprises horse chestnut, calendula, aloe vera and red 
vine leaf extracts, vitamins A and E, D-panthenol and almond oil. 

DETAILED DESCRIPTION - Vein -active balm comprises (per 100 ml) : distilled water (50 
ml), 10-fold aloe vera concentrate (3 ml), 1:5 horse chestnut seed tincture (5 ml), 
1:5 calendula tincture (5 ml), almond oil (23 ml), vitamin E (3 ml), vitamin A (4 
ml), D-panthenol (4 ml), 4-6:1 red vine leaf extract (3 ml), menthol, lemon, 
grapefruit, lavender or rose oil (10 drops) and preservative (Paraben K, potassium 
sorbate or Heliozimt K) . 

ACTIVITY - Dermatological; Antiinflammatory; Vasotropic. 
No details of tests for these activities are given. 
MECHANISM OF ACTION - None given in the source material. 

USE - The balm is useful for skin care in vascular patients, especially for 
treating the legs . 
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ADVANTAGE - The balm has a soothing (antiinflammatory) and revitalizing effect on 
the skin and supports the vascular system in cases of venous weakness. 
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
